year in the case of graduates in Chemistry or Botany . 

( d ) a vaidya or hakim registered in the State Register of Practitioners of 
Indigenous Systems of Medicine having experience of at least Aye years in the 
manufacture of Ayurvedic or Siddha or Unani drugs . 

( e ) a recognised qualification as Compounder, possessing experience of not 
less than ten years in the manufacture or compounding of Ayurvedic or Siddha 
or Unani drugs. 

( 3 ) The manufacturer shall maintain records of manufacturing and tests , if 
any , carried out by him or any other person on his behalf, on the raw materials 
and finished products . 

( 4 ) The manufacturer shall comply with such other conditions as may be 
stipulated in the licence. 
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( 5 ) No container which is likely to affect the composition , character or quality 
of Ayurvedic ( including Siddha ) or Unani drugs shall be used in the packing of 
the medicines . 

( 6 ) The manufacturing premises shall be open for inspection by an inspector 
for the purpose of inspecting and taking samples of crude drugs as well as the 
finished products . 

158. Cancellation and suspension of licence . - - ( 1 ) The Licensing Authority 
may, after giving the licensee an opportunity to show cause within a period which 
shall not be less than fifteen days, why such an order should not be passed , by 
order in writing stating the reasons therefor, cancel a licence issued under this 
Part or suspend it for such period as that authority thinks At, either wholly or 
In respect of some of the drugs to which it relates , if in his opinion , the licensee 
has failed to comply with any of the conditions of the licence or with any pro 
visions of the Act or the Rules made thereunder . 

( 2 ) A licensee whose licence has been suspended or cancelled may appeal 
within a period of three months from the date of the order to the State Govern 
ment which shall, after considering the appeal, pass orders, and such orders shall 
be Anal. 

159 . Identification of raw drugs - Raw materials used in the preparation of 
Ayurvedic ( including Siddha ) OT Unani drug shall be properly identified and 
tested wherever tests are available for their genuineness , and record of such 
tests as are carried out for the purpose and the methods thereof shall be main 
tained . The records so maintained shall be open for inspection by any Inspector 
authorised by the licensing authority for the purpose .

1966 . ( 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official 
Gazette . 

2 . Clussiteation and Scales of Pay olc . - - The classification of the post, the scale 
of pay attached thereto , the method of recruitment to the said post, age limit , and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 3 to 13 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto ;

Provided that the upper agc limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be 
iclaxed in the casc of Scheduled Castes and Schedulcd Tribes and other special 
categorles of persons in accordance with the gencral orders of the Central ( tovern 
ment issued from time to time. 

3 . Disqualification . No person who has more than one wife living or who 
having a spouse living, marries in any case in which such marriage is void by 
reason of its taking place during the life time of such spouse , shall be eligible for 
appointment to the sald post ; and 

No woman whose marriage is void by reason of the husband having a wile 
living at the time of such marriage or who has married a person who has a wife 
living at the time of such marriage , shall be eligible for appointment to the said 
post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that there are special 
grounds for so ordering exempt any person from the operation of this rule .
